Three Year Project 


The widening of Chapman 
Avenue between Murray Street and 
Angelina Drive, into a secondary 
arterial highway, could take as long 
as three years to complete, Ben 
Minamide, Placentia City Engineer 
informed property owners at a 
special meeting last_week.

Illegal Aliens Have 


IWegal aliens residing in the city of 
Placentia, are almost the sole 
responsibility. of the federal 
government, it was indicated here 
this week. 

Their privileges may include 
obtaining a driver's license; 
coverage by unemployment com- 
pensation laws; worker's compensa- 
tion benefits and attendance at local 
schools. , 

They also may institute suits for 
civil damages, but are not legally 
entitled to Social Security cards. 

The status of aliens was reported 
here this week in a statement from 
State Senator James E. Whetmore, 
who had requested information from 
the state’s legal counsel following a 
lengthy report on illegal aliens 
compiled here by the Placentia 
Police Department. 

The report, organized by Lt. 
James Corrigan and_ issued by 
Placentia Chief of Police, Norman 
Traub, revealed the scope of the 
Ulegal alien invasion and problems 
in this city. 

The study also had followed a local 
killing here involving Mexican 
nationals, in this country illegally. 

In the 215-page police document, 
it was estimated that between 500 
and 1,000 illegal aliens are living in 
the city of Placentia at any given 
time and that typical surroundings 
for them consist of ‘‘overcrowded, 
rundown, poorly heated dwellings. 
Sanitation and health considerations 
are very minimal. One water closet 
may serve 30 or more persons. Food

storage facilities may be non- 
existent.’’ 

Following the report, Chief Traub 
made several recommendations 
including that the Mexican border 
be closed. 

He also recommended: ‘‘Coordin- 
ation and communication must be 
developed between all agencies that 
deal with aliens. When application is 
made for Social Security enrollment, 
drivers licenses, welfare, etc., it 
should be denied unless the 
applicant is in the country legally.”’ 

Lt. Corrigan said Tuesday that the 
illegal alien status in Placentia is 
unchanged since the report was 
issued in January of this year, but 
that it is not now considered a top 
priority item in the city. 

‘That is still daytime burglar- 
ies,’ Corrigan explained. 

Information on _ illegal alien 
activity in Placentia however, is 
forwarded to the proper federal 
authorities, the lieutenant stated. 

In Senator Whetmore’s statement 
the Senator reports the following 
items: 

1. Illegal aliens in California may 
obtain drivers licenses, if they meet 
the requirements applicable to all 
persons generally. 

2. Illegal aliens may not receive 
Social Security numbers, but those 
aliens lawfully admitted to the 
United States may be assigned 
Social Security numbers. 

3.. In general, illegal aliens 
working in California are covered by

In 
1969-70, others and myself offered 
to plant them using all volunteer 
help, at no cost to the city except for 
the plants, but city officials would 
not go along with the plan. These 
mini-parks (SE corner of Bastan- 
chury and Valencia, for example) 
would have been beautiful by now. 

I_might add, I have seen little 
logical or sensible progress since I 
have been away. I do not believe in

ment. I also believe the ‘‘Brown 
Act’’ was passed for a reason; yet 
the City of Placentia apparently does 
not know it exists.

A few days after you read this, the House of Representatives is expected 
to pass a bill creating the Agency for Consumer Advocacy. It has already 
passed the Senate. 

, Who wants this repackaged version of the Consumer Protection Agency 
bill defeated this year? Ralph Nader and his friends, the professional 
consumerists and Sens. Jacob Javits, Abraham Ribicoff and Charles Percy 
are its most ardent supporters. 

Who doesn’t want it? Most Americans, according to a recently published 
survey by Opinion Research Corp. 

It found that 7S per cent of the people do not favor efforts to create such an 
agency. Only 13 per cent do. And, more than half of those changed their 
minds when told that it would cost some $60 million in tax dollars over the 
next three years. : 

In the same survey, 59 per cent said they were ‘‘usually’’ treated fairly in 
the marketplace, and another 27 per cent went further, saying they were 
‘almost always’’ treated fairly. Only 13 per cent said thev had been treated 
“‘unfairly’’ as consumers. 

Despite this evidence, the bill’s chief pushers forge ahead. Ostensibly, it 
would create an independent consumer voice in other government agencies’ 
public hearings. The argument is that the existing agencies responsible for 
watching out for the public interests aren’t really doing so. 

If that’s so, Congress could make any changes it wishes in the laws 
governing these existing ‘‘watchdogs’’ in order to improve them. 

If you owned a retail chain and one store was doing poorly, you might 
change managers, sales clerks, prices, advertising, decor, store hours or 
product lines, but you certainly wouldn’t cure the problem by opening up 2 
competing store across the street. 

Yet, that’s just what Congress is about to do. It means another big 
bureaucracy which is bound to mushroom (don’t they all?). How will it 
determine what the consumer’s viewpoint is when it is supposed to 
represent some 210 million Americans? That’s easy: the bureaucrats will 
simply equate their own opinions with those of all consumers. 

Their opinions become yours whether you agree or not. 

And who are the agency’s spokesmen to be? Consumerists, if the 
professional consumerists have anything to say about it (and they are the 
ones who have persistently pushed this legislation for several years). 

One of the duties of this new agency would be to monitor the cost and 
quality of the goods we Buy. Organized labor's actions certainly have a direct 
bearing on such matters, but labor has been specifically exempted from the 
bill. That’s not surprising, considering the heavy political debt many 
congressmen owe to labor’s hierarchy for campaign support. 

The bill has an Orwellian twist, too. The agency could demand from 
private businesses confidentia! information and trade secrets which it could 
make public.

Seek 12.7%

budgets which clearly demonstrates 
the presence of adequate funds to 
meet all stated Board of Education 
priorities of April 14, 1975. 

‘‘During these four years,’’ Mrs. 
Santos continued, ‘‘The School 
Board and the administration have 
underestimated income. from the 
state and local resources at an 
average rate of 6.6 per cent and at 
the same time overestimated 
expenses at an average rate of 9.1 
per cent. The district is also 
currently maintaining a 5 per cent 
contingency reserve. _ 

Superintendent of Schools for 
PUSD, John O. Tynes, said Tuesday 
that the figures released by the 
council, the basis_listed for the 
request, are not accurate. 

‘‘The estimated income is about 
right,’’ Tynes reported, (actually 5 
per cent), ‘‘but the overestimated 
expenditures average for a five year 
period is more like .3 per cent and 
not the 9.1 figure they gave. I don’t 
know how they got that number 
unless they also included the 
undistributed reserve.’’ 

John Garner, president of the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
iation, added further that he 
considered the offer by the board 
increase because the annual step 
increases are already approved. 

‘*We will consider the 5 per cent 
raise if teachers would start out at a 
base pay of $18,983 a year,’’ he 
outlined. " 

Teachers coming into the district 
are allowed to bring six years of. 
experience with them to be applied 
to higher beginning salaries. 

Garner also complained that the 
expense of the teacher’s Blue Cross 
premiums has increased. 

In the proposal from the Board of 
Trustees, it was further outlined that 
additional offerings inelude raises 
for those attaining longevity of 17 
and 24 years with a total of 76 
teachers eligible to take advantage 
of the additional step raise. 

“‘A starting salary for a new 
teacher in the district, under the 
proposed salary schedule, would be 
$9,127,’’ Tynes outlined. ‘‘Maxi- 
mum salary for a teacher holding a 
master’s degree plus additional 
graduate credits, who has been 
teaching in the district for 24 years, 
is $20,115.” 

A similar S per cent across-the- 
board salary increase also has been 
offered to the district’s 540 classified 
employees, Tynes_stated, with an 
additional .5 per cent of the total 
schedule also allotted to raise the 
classification for night custodians. 

‘Trustees also offered to provide 
district-paid :health insurance for 
employees who elect to retire at the 
age of 58 until they become eligible 
for Medicare. 

‘*We’ve made every effort to keep 
salaries at or above the median for 
comparable positions in the area,’’ 
Tynes said. ‘‘We still have to make 
some cuts in the 1975-76 budget to 
attain these salary schedules, but we 
will be able to do that without cutting 
any current classroom programs.”’

25 Years, For Browns 


It isn’t everyone who 
starts life working in an 
orange grove that ends up 
owning one, but that is just 
one of the unusual turn of 
events in the lives of Murry 
and Murel Brown, the 
well-known owners of a city 
landmark, the Placentia 
Jewelers. 

The active couple has 
been busy in the city of their 
choice ‘‘all our lives’, 
reports Mrs. Brown, ‘‘Mur- 
ray and I first met in grade 
school,’’ she explains. 

Since that time the 
Browns have managed to 
start a successful business, 
raise a family, branch out 
their commercial enterpris- 
es, take an active part in the 
city’s official, social and 
community life and even 
buy a sail boat. The last 
endeavor is a_ recent 
acquisition. 

Things were not always 
so affable, however, Mrs. 
Brown recalls through the 
years of hard work that led 
the Browns to this point. 
But in appreciation, the 
couple has announced a 
first for them...a giant sale 
in which gold items will be 
marked down between 25 
and 50 per cent. 

The sale is in celebration 
of their 25th anniversary in 
business. 

Mrs. Brown (nee Jack- 
) remembers Murray Brown 
when he was the family’s 
newspaper boy. ‘‘In fact he 
was everybody’s paper 
boy,’’ she says, remember- 
ing a small Placentia of less 
than 3,000...and a lot of 
oranges, ‘‘There was only 
one newsboy in town and he

Then came 
World War 11 for four years 
aboard a destroyer in the 
Pacific area. 

**Murray was in the war 
from Manilla into Japan,"’ 
she recalls. In 1946, when 
he returned, they were 
married. 

And in a fashion, it was 
war that led to the jewelry 
business when Brown went 
to school to learn watch- 
making and jewlry on the GI 
Bill. 

There was a local jeweler 
in Placentia at that time, but 
when he died, the Browns 
decided to go into business. 
They are proud of the fact 
that, then and now, they do 
their own repairs in their 
own shop. 

That first shop was not 
quite as elegant as the ones 
they operate today. ‘‘We 
had two showcases that 
Murray remade from old 
drug store cases, and we 
opened up about where the 
Placentia water company 
office is now.”’ 

A later move put them in 
larger quarters on Santa Fe 
Street. The post office was 
next door on the northwest 
corner of Bradford Avenue 
and the bank was at the 
other end of the block. 

‘*Soon after that, Murray 
tried to get the occupants of 
Santa Fe Street to make 
something like Knott's 
Berry Farm out of the 
area,’’ she recalls. “‘But 
instead, the merchants 
wanted to modernize it. I 
think that was a mistake. It 
seemed to go downhill after 
that time.”’ 

The post office moved 
out, around the corner on 
Bradford Avenue (it’s last 
location before present 
quarters) and the Browns 
took over that corner with 
their Jewelry and Gift 
Store. 

‘‘We were the ‘if you 
need it, we have it’ store of 
Placentia.”’ 

The Browns also were 
active in civic affairs. Brown 
was a member of the 
American Legion and Mrs. 
Brown of the Auxiliary. He 
was president of the Lions 
Club and a _ Planning 
Commissioner. 

Mrs. Brown recalls of 
that experience, ‘‘what was 
best for the town, was not 
always best for our 
business,’’ and remembers 
when some citizen might 
become angered over a 
decision her husband might 
have made as a 
commissioner. 

Mrs. Brown was the 
charter president of the

Junior Round Table, a 
member of the library board 
and (in. spite of some 
speculation in recent years 
as to who was first) was the 
first woman to serve on the 
city’s Recreation Commis- 
sion. 

She also served on the 
Park. Board, an_ entity 
quickly created when Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Backs 
made a present to the city of 
the land for Kraemer Park. 

“We didn’t have any 
money,’’ Mrs. Brown re- 
calls. ‘‘We couldn’t even 
plant grass. We didn’t have 
money for seed, and if we 
had, there was no money for 
sprinklers to water it.’’ It 
took a while for the Park 
Board to devise means of 
turning raw land into a park 
site. Money was_ finally 
collected by assessing each 
person who bought a home 
in Placentia, $25 for the 
park. 

When the Browns built 
their present building in 
1960, on the east end of 
Kraemer Park and moved 
into their new quarters, 
what had been Murray 
Brown Jewelers became 
Placentia Jewelers. 

Other important events in 
their lives during this time 
were two sons, Michael and 
Myron. Michael has joined 
them in the jewelry 
business and manages one 
of the three outlets they 
have in Whittier, two in 
department stores. He is 
married and there is a 
grandson, Jeffrey Michael, 
a two-month-old star at the 
Brown, Sr. house. 

Myron is graduating from 
San Diego State University 
and hopes to continue his 
career in dentistry. 

But all this work deserves 
a little play. The current 
interest in the family is a 
23-foot American sailboat, 
docked at Dana Point with 
an appropriate name that 
might well be a _ family 
motto: E-Z Does It!

Nestande Seeks Reform 


A 30-page piece of 
legislation on education 
that would establish a ratio 
of 2S students to a teacher is 
scheduled for introduction 
into the California Legisla- 
ture, Assemblyman Bruce 
Nestande revealed in Pla- 
centia last week. 

‘This bill will eventually 
work things down to a point 
where the student ratio is 25 
students to a classroom,”’ 
the assemblyman _ told 
members of the Placentia 
Unified Education Associa- 
tion, a group that repre- 
sents the majority of 
teachers in the Placentia 
Unified School District. 

“It’s going to be very 
controversial; it’s going to 
be very costly.’’ 

“But we’re not talking 
about educating youngsters 
to perform in India or 
southeast Asia where I 
spent some of my life and 
where a great number of the 
people are unskilled, We 
are talking about educating 
youngsters to perform and 
accept their responsibility 
in_the most industrialized 
society the world has ever 
seen,’’ Nestande explain- 
e 

Nestande said that he had 
been ‘‘on 20 to 25 campuses 
talking to teachers. 

The assemblyman, 
whose wife ‘‘has spent 14 
years in a classroofn’’, told 
the group that his mother 
also was a teacher. He is a 
graduate of the University 
of Minnesota and has done 
graduate work at Loyola 
University in Los Angeles, 

Education is costing $6 
billion a year, Nestande told 
the group, ‘‘and not a single 
person in this state (if. you 
know of one, let me know 
who he is) can identify all 
the sources where money is 
coming from. _It’s coming 
from all directions,’’ the 
assemblyman stated, ‘‘but 
principally from local, state 
and federal government.”’ 

“There’s not a person 
who has a handle on all the 
money that flows into 
education,’’ he informed 
the teachers. 

‘All the programs they 
have are incredible. If any 
business ran that way, it 
would be broke tomorrow 
morning. When you figure 
that 6 billion dollars are 
flowing in, it seems to me 
that we need some reform in 
finances.”’ 

Nestande said also that 
he objected to educators 
who believed in very little 
discipline...no enforcement 
of the rules. ° 

“Then they come along 
and say...we have a bunch 
of 16-year-olds who are 
criminals. Let’s lock them 
all up. Come on, be 
consistent,’’ he said he told 
educators who backed such 
a bill. ‘I will not support 
legislation that takes a 
15-year-old and puts him 
into an adult_court.”’ 

**T will work hard to try to 
find funds to support a good 
classroom atmosphere,’’ he 
told local teachers. - 

“I like the concept OF 
Early Childhood Education 
because the parents _are 
involved,’’ Nestande con- 
tinued. ‘‘There used to be 
hostility. between parents 
and teachers. It shouldn’t 
be that way. The responsi- 
bility must _ be shared. 
Concepts like ECE can 
perhaps return it to where it 
should be. 


Nestande further advo- 
cated that a district should 
be allowed to ‘‘do their own 
thing’’. The responsibility 
should be passed down. 
Why should only a few (in 
Sacramento) share in the 
responsibility. They're dif- 
ferent groups, different 
people and what’s good in 
Fresno may not be good in 
Placentia.’’ 

Nestande, who lives in 
Orange with his wife 
Beverly and their two sons, 
Barry and Brian, was at one 


time a Special Assistant to 
Governor Reagan. He now 
represents the 70th Assem- 
bly District, covering Pla- 
centia and Yorba Linda. He 
also served in the U.S. 
Marine Corps as a lieute- 
nant and spent 14 months in 
southeast Asia. He resign- 
ed as a captain in’ 1972. 

He is a member of the 
assembly committees _on 
Criminal Justice, Resources 
and Land Use and Com- 
munity Development and 
Housing.

Esperanza Campus Closed

stated. 

The move followed a second 
appearance before a PUSD board 
meeting of residents and home- 
owners from the section just west of 
the large campus. After their 
dialogue before the board for the 
second time, board members 
quickly hauled further discussion 
into executive session as a 
‘*personnel’’ matter. Following that 
session, the board announced that it 
would not close the campus but 
would take appropriate action. - 

The. open campus policy, 
inaugurated toward the end of the 
last school year at suggestion of the 
students, allowed the three high 
schools in the district to eat their 
lunches away from school. A full 
review of the trial project has been 
scheduled for July 14 of this year. 

Exception to the apparent 
majority feeling of the board 
Tuesday night was expressed by 
Trustee Jean Pappas, who sugges- 
ted during the meeting that the 
campus be closed. Mrs, Pappas had 
originally spoken against the new 
project on the basis that the half 
hour allotted did not provide 
sufficient time for students to leave 
campus, eat their lunch and return 
on time. 

*Preceeding the executive ‘sesSivn 
by the board, residents of the two 
residential streets of Holbrook 
Street and Glenview Avenue in 
Anaheim had strongly complained 
for the second time of groups of 
young men and women who gather 
on their streets, use their yards as 
gathering spots, eat theit lunches 
and leave a lot of litter behind them. 

Complaints were registered with 
the board over beer drinking, 
cigarette smoking, that neighbors 
are blocked from ingress and egress 
to their own homes, threats of bodily 
harm against the neighbors and 


their young children, foul language 
and obscene gestures and acts. 

Monday a small group of young 
adults gathered. on the Holbrook 
Street, some coming from the 
Esperanza campus. Most gathered 
into a large van and dispersed about 
a half hour later. 

The gathering followed an 
incident Friday noon in which one of 
the homeowners attending the 
meeting of complaints before the 
board, returned home from work to 
find the front yard run through by 
vehicles a number of times, leaving 
heavy skids, tire tracks and holes. 
Neighbors gathered over the week 
end to help the residents repair the 
major damage. 

At the Tuesday night meeting, 
one homeowner told the trustees, ‘‘I 
have to chase them out of my front 
lawn, It’s not a park. They clear out 
then come back in a couple of days.”’ 

‘‘One homeowner, newly arrived 
from Pennsylvania, told the 
trustees, ‘‘I’m bewildered, I’m 
frustrated.’’ Another reported 
obscene acts the young people had 
perpetrated. 

An Esperanza student in the 
audience at the board meeting, but 
not with the homeowners, spoke in 
corroboration of their statements, 
before the campus closure, 

‘*There were at least 40 kids down 
that street,’’ he described the scene 
for trustees. 

Another male resident of the area 
reported, ‘I’ve never seen anything 
like it. There were four girls in front 
of my house...now, I’ve been in the 
Marine Corps...but I have never 
heard language like that before.’’ 

Dr. Parrish said the activity 
around the two streets did not 
accurately portray the proper image 
of the student body. ‘‘These are fine 
young men and women and they 
have taken excellent care of the 
campus. We have been using it for a 


year_and a half now and it is not 
defaced in any way. It stil] looks 
brand new.”’ 

I can’t say enough good things 
about them.”’ 


Illegal Aliens

unemployment compensation laws. 

4. No distinction is made between 
aliens, legally or illegally in this 
country so long as they meet the 
employee test; therefore, illegal 
aliens are eligible for worker's 
compensation benefits if otherwise 
they meet the eligibility require- 
ments. 

5. It is the legislative intent that 
compulsory school attendance laws, 
apply to all school children living in 
the district whether or not they are 
illegal aliens. 

6. No distinction is made between 
persons based on their alien age 
with regard to suits for civil 
damages. No provision in the law 
prohibits illegal aliens from bringing 
suit in this state for civil damages; 
therefore he may do so. 

y California cannot enact 
legislation which would constitu- 
tionally prevent illegal aliens from 
obtaining drivers licenses, Social 
Security numbers, unemployment 
insurance, worker’s compensation, 
public school education and prevent 
them from being able to sue for civil 
damages. 

8. Court cases are cited indicating 
that regulation on the subject of 
illegal aliens was preempted by 
federal law wholly precluding all 
state action in that field. In addition, 
the federal government has vested 
in the Secretary of HEW, the 
exclusive authority to assign Social 
Security numbers. 

“It would  appear,’’ Senator 
Whetmore concludes, ‘‘that there is 
little that we can actually do at a 
state level and that any major action 
would have to take place in 
Congress.”’
